DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the ends 
44, panels 46, and file hanger channels or rims, page 10, as described in the specification. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be 
shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number 
of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets 
may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the substrate of claim 1, mechanism, 
claim 5, "sliding door, coin module . . ..warmer", claim 8, fasteners for attaching to upright 
support assemblies and adjacent modules, claim 9, base tray and base, and superstructure adapted 
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to be coupled to said base tray assembly, modules adapted to be mounted to another storage 
module, claim 11, power cord as detailed in claim 12, anchoring member, claim 13, members 
adapted as in claim 14, member attached, claim 19, second end adapted to receive .. .module, 
claim 21, claims 23 and 24 in total, and the details of claim 28, claim 30, and claim 31 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: Claim 1 in "substrate", claims 3, 8, 9, 1 1, 17, and 28. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 


4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

There appears to be no disclosure to both a base tray assembly 18 and a substrate as in 
claim 1. 

Similarly there appears to be no disclosure to a base tray assembly and a base as in claim 

11. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

. The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-15, 23, and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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As listed above, it appears that both claims 1 and 1 1 are incorrectly drafted as no 
structure appears to correspond. 

Claims 7, 1 1, 14, and 21 are vague and not in conformance with the above Statute in 
reciting "adapted" without structure or means for the function. 

Claim 23 is vague as to what constitutes a "general storage compartment" and how such a 
compartment differs from a glove or eyeglass storage compartment, for example. 

Claim 31 is functional, without means or structure for the function. As such 
determination of infringement would not be possible with any certainty and the claim is 
indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. Claims 1, 3-8, 1 1,13-16,18-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Flaharty et al- 
io. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Flaharty et al.. 

Flaharty et al. has snap fasteners 47 for fastening the modules to the uprights 26 through 
the intervening cross pieces 32,33,28.30. It is not clear if applicant's claims are well 
drafted as stated above, however the same technique as taught by Flaharty et al. could be 
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used to fasten adjacent modules as an obvious expedient to one of ordinary skill in the 
art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

12. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

13. Claims 2, 12, 17, and 25-26, 29-30, 32-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Flaharty et al. in view of Ling. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in Flaharty et al. a power 
cord 27 and socket 26 as taught by Ling in order to power accessories. 
As to claim 29, see rail 40. 
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As to claim 32, upright supports 26 including the upper rail 30 have a lower lip as a 
mechanism to couple with the modules at element 47. Alternatively, the upright supports 
have mechanism 30. 

14. Claims 10, 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Flaharty et 
al. or Flaharty et al. in view of Ling. 

Polymeric material is of common knowledge in this art, obvious to use here for its 
strength vs. weight ratio. 

Sizing the module 44 of Flaharty et al. to repose on the tray 34 is an obvious expedient to 
support same. 

Applicant may seasonally challenge, for the official record in this application, this and any other 
statement of judicial notice in timely manner in response to this office action. Please specify the 
exact statement to be challenged.

15. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Flaharty et al. in 
view of Ling as applied to claim 25 above, and further in view of McNew. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in the references above a 
file hanger assembly as taught by McNew at 46,44 in order to organize papers. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

16. Claim 31 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.

17. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Gray, Larsen et al., Young et al., Ledbetter and Flowerday et al. all detail modular 
console structure.
